Most students save thinking about 
testes and ovaries for human sexuality 
class, late nights and weekends. But for 
Ashley Moran, it’s a daily issue — an 
issue that won her a $3,500 research 
grant. 

Moran, a senior physiology major, 
was one of three students from Cal 
State Long Beach to be awarded the 
2013 Howell-CSUPERB Research 
Scholar“Awards presented by the CSU 
Program for Education and Research 

>in Biotechnology (CSUPERB). Only 
12 students out the 27 applicants from 


the entire CSU system were granted 
the award. 


Senior Joshua Feng, a double major 
in biochemistry and philosophy, and 
junior Jessica Kyees, a chemistry and 
biochemistry major, were also honored 
during the 25th CSU Biotechnology 
Symposium, which took place during 


the first weekend of January in Ana- _ 


heim. 

Although Moran plans to use her de- 
gree in physiology to pursue a career 
in orthodontics, for now she is working 
with reproductive biology expert Dr. 
Kelly Young to better understand the 
reproductive cycles of Siberian ham- 
sters, 

Moran said that because hamsters’ 
ovaries shut down during the winter 
months and become. active again dur- 
ing the spring and summer, they are 
considered seasonal breeders and are 
able to reproduce only at specific times 
of the year. 

Moran said that she will focus her 
research on a function called ovarian 
recrudescence, which she said is not 
fully understood how it happens in the 
ovary itself. Her research will examine 
how the ovaries can become functional 
again with seasonal change. 

In order to understand how and why 
this process works, Moran has to ana- 
lyze angiogenesis, or the formation of 
new red blood vessels, to determine 
whether certain genes known to be re- 
sponsible for angiogenesis are also at 
work in the hamster’s ovaries.

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Overall

Even though the Cal State Univer- 
sity has seen a lull in total donations, 
Cal State Long Beach business mar- 
keting senior Harmony Walton said 
that her-parents’ small individual do- 
nations still make a difference. 

“If any individual can help, it’s 
great for the school,” she said. 

Total donations tothe sCSU de- 
creased by nearly 14 percent from 
2010-11 to 2011-12, according to data 
from the CSU. The CSU received 
$334,667,504 in donations for 2010- 
11, but that dropped to $297,010,687 in 
2011-12, according to the report. 

The decline in donations was a re- 
sult of an “extraordinary pledge” of 
$42 million to Cal Poly Pomona in 
2010-11, according to the report. Had 
Cal Poly Pomona not received such a 
pledge, donation levels would have 
been the same between 2010-11 and 
2011-12. 

During the 2011-12 school year, 
however, individual donations in- 
creased by $7.9 million, or 8 percent, 
bringing the total to $107 million, CSU 
Spokesman Erik Fallis said. 

“T think it shows we. have a really 
robust outreach,” Fallis said. “We’ve 
actually developed a system and an 
outreach from people who went to the 
schools, from parents, from friends of 
the university.” 
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Moran said her research is tedious 
and experiments usually take four to 
five hours to complete. The next phase 
of experiments can take up to eight 
hours and requires intense focus. She 
said this research is in addition to her 
three other jobs. 

“T work at Bickerstaff on campus, 
which is with the Academic Center for 
Student Athletes, and I privately tutor 
another girl, and then I work at the kid 
zone at 24 Hour Fitness,” Moran said. 
“Tt’s a juggling act.” 

Getting the award came as a com- 
plete shock to Moran and encouraged 
her to keep up with the research that 
she has been involved with for the past 
three semesters. 

“T really honestly did not think I 
would get it at all’ Moran said. “My 
application I thought was terrible 
because it was in the middle of mid-

tions to the CSU were from individu- _ 


als, according to the report: 

CSULB received the second most 
gift commitments in the CSU, accord- 
ing to the report. 

CSULB received $27,736,945 in do- 
nations for 2011-12, which translated 
to 9.3 percent of total CSU donations, 
according to the CSU. 

Some of those donations included 
$1 million from the Bernard Osher 


Foundation, $500,000 from the Coca-° 


Cola Foundation and $500,000 from 
the Beavers Charitable Trust. 

San Diego State had the most fund- 
raising out of any CSU in 2011-12 with 
$67,052,356, approximately 22.6 per- 
cent of total CSU gifts, according to 
the report. 

Fallis said the donations go wherev- 
er the donor wants them to, which can 
include funding of faculty research, 
out-of-the-classroom education and 


service activities. Most of the money 


goes toward endowment gifts to pro- 
vide scholarships for students in need 
_of assistance. 5; 

For CSULB, approximately 61 per- 
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cent of donations were directed to pro- 
grams, 4 percent to campus improve- 
ments and the rest to endowment and 
other unnamed destinations, accord- 
ing to the CSU website. 

Senior illustration major, Allison 
Peairs said she hopes a portion of fu- 
ture donations are directed toward 
renovating the School of Art. 

“Art students comprise a huge 
fraction of the student population at 
CSULB, and they have a lot of con- 


cerns and unmet needs that always- 


seem to go unnoticed,” Peairs said. 

Junior communications major Jona- 
than Curtin said that donations are 
important for students and student ac- 
tivities. 

“Donations are donations, but it is 
more impressive if individuals donate 
instead of big companies donating for 
a tax break,” he said. 

Donations can be given on the 
CSULB website, by mail, phone, 
through publicly traded stock, through 
planned gifts or, for staff members, 
through the payroll deduction program.

CSULB professor emeritus 
loved literature, volunteered 


Arthur Axelrad is 
survived by his niece 
and nephew.

Cal State Long Beach Professor 
Emeritus of English and active volun- 
teer Arthur Axelrad died Jan. 15. He 
was 78. 

Axelrad served CSULB for 32 years 
as an educator, adviser and friend to 
many, according to Chair of the English 
department Eileen Klink. Klink said 
that Axelrad loved literature, strived to 


help students on their paths to success 


and volunteered in many organizations. 
_ Axelrad started working for CSULB 
in 1964. He served as chair of the De- 
partment of English from 1989 to 1991 
and retired as a full-time professor in 
1996. After retiring, he became a pro- 
fessor emeritus who volunteered in 
academic advising, taught Shakespeare 


- in the Osher Lifelong Learning Insti- 


tute and also served as a docent at the 
University Art Museum, according to 
Klink. 

“Arthur was an academic adviser 
from 1996 to 2012,” Melody Martin, a 
CSULB academic adviser at the Uni- 
versity Center for Undergraduate Ad- 
vising, said. “He really loved helping 
students and was enthusiastic about it.” 

Brian Trimble, curator of education 
at the UAM, said Axelrad was a docent 
and donor for 20 years. Axelrad’s last 
donation was a large monitor to the 
UAM that overlooks the Horn Center, 
Trimble said. 

“T think everyone loved him for his 
sense of humor, and he was incredibly 
intelligent,” Trimble said. “When he 
gave docent tours, he said he would 
only do one tour because he wouldn’t 
repeat a performance.” 

Gary Griswold, assistant. chair of 
the English department, said Axelrad 
helped to advise him when he was de- 
ciding to teach at the college level. 

“J learned a lot of writing skills from 
Arthur [Axelrad],” Griswold said. “He 
always told me to be prepared, don’t try 
to wing it.”

CSULB Professor Emeritus Paulino 
Limb was previously the chair of the 
English department when Axelrad was 
the assistant chair of the department. 

“As a friend, he was warm, gener- 
ous and fun to talk to,” Limb said. “He 
loved music and played the piano.” 

Klink, who has known Axelradsince 
the 1970s, said she first met him when 
he was a graduate coordinator. Klink 
said Axelrad would offer his time for 
the university as well as the community 
whenever possible. 

“He was part of a group of faculty in- 
volved in the Honors Program, and they 
would have.a Roman evening where 
people wore togas and would read ex- 
cerpts from plays,” Klink said. “He was 
truly a Renaissance person.” 

Axelrad also had a passion for 
Shakespeare and on campus perfor- 
mances, Klink said. - . 

Axelrad published one book on Jane 
Austen and finished a second manu- 
script for a publication, Klink said. 
Axelrad also published work and ex- 
hibits on Sherlock Holmes. 

Axelrad’s work on John Milton’s di- 
vorce tracts is also still regularly cited 
by other Milton scholars throughout the 
country, Klink said. 

Outside of the CSULB community, 
Axelrad volunteered at the Seal Beach 
Animal. Shelter and CATPAWS, an 
organization dedicated to saving cats 
and finding them homes, according 
Klink. 

He is survived by his niece, Lynne 
Mann, and nephew, Scott Goldfine. 

Axelrad’s funeral was held Sunday at 
the Forest Lawn Cemetery on San An- 
tonio Drive. :

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Baccalaureate unit cap cuts value of a degree 


A fifth of Cal State University 
students may like the idea that their 
bachelor’s degree will new only 
require 120 units. However, there is 
a chance this change could dimin- 
ish the quality of their education. 
Students may want to consider 
this before donning their caps 
and gowns earlier than previously 
required, ; 

The CSU Board of Trustees 
voted Wednesday to change Title 5 
of the California Code of Regula- 
tions, capping most bachelor’s 
degree 
pro- 
grams 
at 120 
units. 
The change affects 18 percent of 
CSU bachelor’s degree programs 
and 20 percent of undergraduate 
students in the CSU. 

The degrees that are exempt 
from the change include architec- 
ture, music, fine arts and landscape 
architecture. 

It is surprising that engineer- 
ing degrees are not included in 
the exemption. Those degrees 
could be included in the exemp- 
tion should Chancellor Timothy P. 
White deem them so. White was 
chosen as chancellor less than four 
months ago. This month marked 
his first time he chaired the Board 
of Trustees meeting. That is a lot of 
responsibility for a new chancellor. 

The purpose behind this change 
is to get students to graduate 
faster. The fewer units students are 
required to take, the quicker those 
students will be to putting on their 
cap and gown. By allowing more 
students to graduate faster, the 
CSU would be able to admit more 
students in the system. 

Cal State Long Beach President F. King Alexander said CSULB 
alone could admit 500 to 600 more students. 

So, yes, the unit cap might make the CSU more efficient; it might 
lower the costs to students. However, leaving the CSU earlier may 
backfire in most graduates’ faces. 

Most students attend a CSU with the expectation that they will

is not a cap that students cannot exceed; it is one that applies to 
degree programs. Still, even students who want to take more units 
should take precaution. There have been proposals to charge fees 
for students who exceed a certain amount of overall units. 

If the CSU really wants to put a cap on something, maybe it should 
be on general education requirements. While these classes help some 
students figure out which major they wish to pursue,they constitute 
a large portion of a bachelor’s degree. Now with the cap, that portion 
will be even larger for 20 percent of CSU students. In respect to 
the CSU’s financial situation, some cuts have to be made, but when 
students graduate with a degree, it should be worth every penny. 


However, if a student’s degree program is cut in units, does that 
decrease the value of that student’s education? Does it make the 
student less prepared for the post-graduation world? 

Instead of getting a complete education from their major, 
students will miss out on classes that were previously required by 
‘the major. This is not because the classes will be gone but because 
the unit cap now gives students the option to finish school earlier.

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‘Hansel and Gretel: Witch Hunters’ is violently funny 


This twisted movie takes 
a fairy tale classic and 
turns it into a surprisingly 
entertaining film.

Taking traditional fairy tales and putting a modern 
twist on them seems to be all the rage in Hollywood 
these days, and “Hansel and Gretel: Witch Hunters” 
doesn’t disappoint.

witty humor and the violence make this film surpris-

One of the most entertaining plot points in this film 
is the fact that while being held captive by the candy 
witch and forced to eat massive amounts of candy, 
Hansel becomes diabetic, and throughout the film he 
must take insulin shots. 

Although entertaining, the film doesn’t have the 
strongest plot. At points it is very predictable, and at

Tyler Lamb welcomed to LBSU following transfer 


The former UCLA 
guard can now be 
seen at 49er practices 
as he recovers from 
knee surgery.

When Tyler Lamb takes the Pyra- 
mid floor next season as a member of 
the Long Beach State men’s basketball 
team, he is expected to bring not only a 
strong skill set at both ends of the court 
but also invaluable experience. 

Lamb announced his decision to 
transfer to LBSU from UCLA earlier in 
the month after a knee injury allowed 
him to play in only one game this sea- 
son. He will be eligible to suit up for the 
49er8 after the fall 2013 semester for 
what will qualify as his junior season. 

“I didn’t want to waste my junior 
year trying to recover and barely play- 
ing due to the timing of the injury,” 
Lamb said. 

The guard averaged 9.0 points, 3.6 
rebounds and 2.8 assists per game last 
season for the Bruins. 

Lamb eventually narrowed his po- 
tential transfer destinations to LBSU 
and San Diego State. He said both 
programs had a lot to offer, but Long 
Beach was closer to home and provided 
a better situation for him. 

“Tt was the best fit for me,” he said. 
“I’m excited to be here. What I’m going to 
bring to this team is a sense of leadership 
out there on the court and experience. | 
played two years of Division-I basketball, 
and I learned a lot from [UCLA head 

* coach Ben Howland]. I’m just going to 
incorporate what coach Monson is teach- 
ing here and hopefully have a great sea- 
son and win the Big West.” 

Lamb was also attracted to LBSU by 
its improvement over the last few years 
and its potential going forward. 

“Long Beach State is a program. on 
the rise,” he said. “Another thing that’s 


attractive is their preseason schedule. 
They play all the top teams. I want to 
play against the best players, and I think 
being in coach Monson’s system, with 
that schedule, he allows us to do that.”

three this season, but he was convinced 
by Lamb’s excitement about the oppor- 
tunity to learn and grow as a 49er. 
“Originally we weren’t going to do it,” 
Monson said. “When I talked to Tyler and 
his dad I just was impressed with his vi- 
sion and his maturity on why he was do- 
ing it. What he wants from our program 


‘is the same as what I want for him. We 


never talked about minutes or shots, just 
about being a better person and better 
basketball player and getting a degree. If 
those are his priorities, then they fit my 
priorities. As a player you know he’s good 
enough, and if those things fit in, hell be 
a great addition to this program.” 


Another important factor in Lamb’s * 


decision was his long-standing rela- 
tionship with King, his former team- 
mate in high school and in travel ball.

“He’s going to be a great pickup af- 
ter James [Ennis] when he leaves,” he 
said. “He’s going to add another notch 
of scoring and rebounding, and he’s re- 
ally good on defense, so he’s going to be 
another key guard to play on the other 
team’s best player. We’re just excited to 
have him on board.” 

The guards played together at Mater 
Dei. Lamb led the Monarchs to a 32-2 
record during his senior year, a season in 
which he averaged 18.9 points, seven re- 
bounds, 3.5 assists and 2.7 steals per game. 

“We know each other’s games,” ° 
Lamb said of his relationship with - 
King. “We’ve been playing with and 
against each other since we were in 
middle school, so it’s a great feeling. I 
think it’s going to be magic when we 
get out there together.” 

When the 2013 holiday season rolls 
around, the team expects to become
